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Senior Curator Henry Hawley Named Interim Curatorial 

Chair 

CLEVELAND — Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) director Katharine Lee Reid has 
announced the appointment of Henry H. Hawley as Interim Curatorial Chair and Tom 
Hinson as Assistant Curatorial Chair, Diane De Grazia, who has been the museum's chief 
curator since 1995, has resigned to pursue long-time personal and professional goals. 

In these interim positions, Mr. Hawley and Mr. Hinson will oversee the curatorial 
division which includes 13 curatorial departments, the exhibition office, registrar's office, and 
photographic and digital imaging services. They will remain in these posts until the newly 
created position of Deputy Director for Collections and Programs is filled. A national search 
is now underway for this position, which will oversee the museum's divisions of 
conservation, curatorial, and education and public programs. 

A senior member of CMA's curatorial staff, Henry H. Hawley has been a curator for 
the museum's decorative arts for over 40 years (since 1960). He is currently curator of 
Baroque and later decorative arts and sculpture, and serves as executive editor of the 
scholarly annual Cleveland Studies in the History of Art. Recent exhibitions curated by Mr. 

Hawley include Bugatti (1999), Glass Today: American Studio Glass from Cleveland 
Collections (1998), and Faberge in America (1997). He has over 65 published works 
including the catalogues for Bugatti and Glass Today. 

Tom E. Hinson is CMA's curator of photography, and served as curator of 
contemporary art from 1982 and curator of contemporary art and photography from 1996 
until 2000. Hejoined the CMA staff as an assistant in modern art in 1973. He has been 
instrumental in building the museum’s contemporary art and photography collections. His 
lengthy list of exhibitions includes Legacy of Light: Master Photographs from the Cleveland 
Museum of Art (1996-97), for which he authored a catalogue of the photography collection, 
and Cleveland Collects Contemporary Art (1998). He also oversaw the CMA's May Show 
from 1973 to 1993. 
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
